CONGRESS TAKES A SUDDEN FIT 
TO WORK STRAIGHT ALONG. 


A Motion to Observe the Holidays Negatived, and a 
Fine of Fifty Dollars a Day O-dered on Ab- 
sentces—The Retiring M>mber From the 
Ninth—The Hill Funeral Expenses, 
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Wasuineton, December 18.—In the senate 
Mr. Sherman,from the committee on finance, 
reported a substitute for the house bill pro- 
Viding for the entry of distilled spirits im dis- 
tillery warehouses. Mr. Sherman asked im- 
mediate consideration for the bill, but Mr. 
Ingalls objected. Mr. Sherman gave notice 
that he would call it up to-morrow. Mr. Al- 
lison, from the committee on appropriations, 
reported the consular diplomatic appropria- 
tion bill with amendments. Mr. Jonas, of 
Louisiana, gave notice that on Wednesday he 
woukl move to take up the bill to amend the 
act in relation to the removal of causes 
from state courts. On motion of Mr. Merrill 
the house bill to amend the act 
repeal discriminating duties en goods 
produced east of cape Good 
Hope was taken up and passed. Mr. Morgan 
introduced a bill granting the right of way 
over the public lands to the Rome aud De- 
catur railroad. Referred to the committee 
on public lands. 

Mr. George, at his own request, was excused 
from further service On the committee on 
claims. 

Mr. Hoar gave notice that at the earliest 
possible time he would cail up the bill to pro- 
vide for the performance of the duties of the 
office of president in case of the death, 
resignation or disability, of the president, 
Vice-president, etc. The senate took up the 
Indian appropriation bill. Mr. Dawes in 
charge of the bill made a brief state- 
ment of its provisions. The es- 
timates for the year, he_ said, was 
$6,625,000. The bill, as it came from tbe 
house, appropriates $5,208,000, and the senate 
committee added $154,200. The amount ap- 
propriated last year was 35,475,000, so that the 
appropriation this year would be $136,200 less 
than the estimate and $112,248 less than ap- 
propriated last year. The bill was read.

THE HILL FUNERAL EXPENSES. 
Mr. Brown arose to a personal explanation,

There was no 
precedent for the payment by the United 
States of the funeral expenses of senators or 
representatives, and Senator Hill’s family 
and friends asked nothing but what was cus- 
tomary. Mr. Hoar, from the committee on 
the judiciary, reported with amendment to 
the bankruptcy bill, which was recommitted 
to that committee last week. The house res- 
olutions in relation to. the death of 
Representative Orth were received and laid 
before the senate. Mr. Harrison announced 
that the death of Mr. Orth would bring sor- 
row toavery wide circle of friends, and as 
a token of respect to one who had a long and 
very honorable career in the public service, 
he moved that the senate adjourn. The 
presiding officer appointed as the committee 
on part of the senate to attend the funeral, 
Harrison, Lapham and Saunders. The senate 
then, at4p.m.,on Mr. Harrison’s motion, 
adjourned. 

THE INTERNAL REVENUE. 
' WasuINGTON, December 18.—In the house, 
the death of Mr. Orth, of Indiana, was’ re- 
ierred toina few touching words by the 
chaplain of the house, and the desk of the 
late representative was appropriately draped 
in black, Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio, offered 
a resolution reciting the fact that the aygita- 
tion of the question of reducing, or aboliish- 
ing the internal revenue tax on tobacco, has 
greatly injured, and continues to injure trade 
in that article, and that the allowance of re- 
bate on stock on hand will prevent damage 
to the trade mentioned, and 
therefore declaring it to be the sense of the 
house, that in the case the_ internal 
revenue laws are ameuded so as to reduce or 
abolish the internal revenue tax on tobacco, 
provision shall be made for allowing a rebate 
tax paid to on stock on hand at the time such 
law goes into effect, provided that such stock 
is Stamped andin unbroken packages. Mr. 
Mills, of Texas, objeeted to the present con- 
sideration of the resolution. The tobacco 
manufacturers, he said, were just like any- 
body else, effected by taxation. Mr. 
Gutterworth declared the tobacco trade 
simply paralyzed by the agitation. Mr. 
Kelley, of Pennsylvania, said that the house 
could have an opportunity of discussing the 
vhole question immediately after the con- 
sideration of the appropriation bill now pend- 
ug, if it so desired. It was his purpose to 
relieve the tobacco trade of this agitation by 
having action on the question at the earliest 
moment. The resolution was referred to the 
committee on ways and means. 

THE HOLIDAY RECESS. 

Mr. Page of California, chairman of the 
committee on commerce, favorably reported 
back the bill of the joint shipping committee, 
and it was placed on the house calendar, and 
made the special order for Wednesday, the 
third of January. Mr. Kelley of Pennsylvania, 
chairman of the committee on ways and 
means, reported baek, without recommenda- 
tion, a resolution for a holiday recess from 
December 22d to January 3d. Mr. Hiscock, of 
New York, inquired whether the business of 
the ways and means committee would 
be facilitated if the house should remain 
in session during the holidays. Mr. 
Kelley replied that both the business 
of the country and of the ways and means 
committee would be facilitated. Mr. Bach, 
ot New York, offered an amendment strik- 
ing out January 3, and inserting December 
26. The people, he said, were looking for a 
refuction of taxesand fora purification of 
the civil service. In addition to the vast 
amount of general legislation the cal- 
ensurs are crowded with bills. Mr. 
Red, of Maine, entered bis protest 
Aga-tst the adjournment of the house. He 
did not belive that there wasany sense during 
a short session in surrendering one-ninth of 
the time to pleasure. ‘We have had recessa- 
tion enough during the last vacation.’’

FROM CHINA AND JAPAN. 


| Big Fires tn Canten and Foochow-@he Cor: ans. 
Other Chinese Newa. 

Saw Francisco, December 19.—The steamer 
Beglic, from Hong Kong, via Yakohama has 
arrived. She brings the following intelli- 
gence: * 

“Hong Kong, November 22.—There was a 
great fire at Canton, November 7th and &th. 
Eight hundred houses were destroyed. Many 
lives were lost, including several firemen who 
were burned to death. The viceroy visited 
the scene with a body of soldiers to prevent 
robbery, and fierce tights occurred. between 
the thieves and citizens. The viceroy himselt

and 5th. They consumed each about two 
hundred houses, and five lives were lost.

YOKOHAMA, December 1.—A supplementary 
treaty has been executed between Japan and 
Corea, extending the boundaries of the 
Japanese settlement, providing for the open- 
ing of a new port after one _ year, 
and permitting be Japanese dip- 
lomatic and consulor agents to 
dwell and travel in the interior of Corea. The 
Japanese government is preparing to. en- 
courage settlements in Bonin islands on a 
cansiderable scale. General surprise has been 
caused by the report that the Japanese 
government, hitherto strongly opposed to the 
immigration of laborers, and itterly 
hostile every feature of the 
coolie trade, has vielded un- 
der interested fordign influence to 
the application of the Hawaiian envoy, now 
in Tokio, and consented to the transter of a 
large number of Japanese subjects on terms 
similar to those of the Chinese coolies In vari- 
ous countries. <A long decree has been puvw- 
lished purporting to emanate from the court 
of Corea, declaring that the king of that 
country has no hostility to foreign inter 
and setting forth the reason why the 
recent treaty will bring about results advan- 
tageous to all Coreans.

WASHINGTON THIEVES. 


Remarkable Story ftoid by Convicts to a Delegation 
+S of Citizens. 

Wasuincron, December 61 —The citizens’ 
movement to secure greater protection from 
professional burglars and s 1eak-thieves is as- 
suming definite form. To-day a delegation, 
consisting of Messrs. John W. Thompson, W. 
W. Burdette, R. C. Fox, William Thompson, 
and J. W. Magruder, representing the citi- 
reps committee — ap pointed to take 
charge of the subject, drove to the district 
jailand held an extended interview with 
O'Leary and Murphy, the convicted three- 
card monte and bunko men, now serving out 
ayear’ssentence. These men made some 
startling revelations to the committee. They 
gave detailed accounts of the Burdette silk 
robbery, the robberies in the Upton and 
Wood houses in I street, the government 
rinting office theft, and the Fitch, Fox and 
grown robbery, showing a thorough knowl- 
edge of those adroitly managed affairs. The 
names of the operators in each instance were 
given, the list including well know north- 
ern professionals. The first three jobs 
were performed, they allege, by ‘Jobn- 
nie’ Burnett, alias ‘Little Johnnie;”’ 
“Jack’’ Connolly, and ‘‘Mart”’ Allen; and the 
others by men known to them as “Little 
Horace,’’ (a sneak-thief expert,) ‘\Ned’’ Rice, 
and ‘“‘Buck.’’ Themonte men say that the 
detectives of Washington, in each of the in- 
stances named, received a percentage of the 
proceeds of the robberies. The amount of 
proceeds in every instance was given with 
particularity, and the names of the detectives 
who were most active in the business were 
given. Arather peculiar fact i.. connection 
with the story of these men is the asseriion 
that certuin of the detectives, whom they 
name, planned and sent for the operators to 
execute each robbery, a tield of operations 
being chosen where the detectives could 
afford the thieves reasonable immunity from 
capture. 

VU Leary said that the high percentage 
charged for protection by the Washington 
detectives was a matter of complaint among 
all the members of the profession with whom 
he hadever ‘stood in.’”’ He said the per- 
centage usually charged where the arrange- 
ments could be made witua the officers, was 
10 per cent., but that here the detectives 
demanded 20 per cent. on all the 
business done by the profession. O’ Leary 
seems to be intelligent and is’ well educated. 
An interesting episode occurred during the 
examination. Mr. Magruder, one of the 
commiitiece, after looking intently at Q’ Leary 
for some time, asked him if he had ever at- 
tended college O'Leary replied that he was 
educated in Gonzaga college. “Then,” said 
Mr. Magruder, “we were college 
mates. I now remember you 
well.’ (Leary seemed greatly miortitied 
at the recognition. Both Murphy and O' Leary 
gave a circumstantial account ofthe Christi- 
ancy diamon: i robbery at the National hotel 
on September 16, 1881, and alleged that the 
diamonds of ‘th ie ex-minister and his wife, 
Valued at from $15,000 to $20,000, were dis- 
posed of at a Zreuat sacrifice in New York, 
and that a heavy percentage was given to 
two detectives who are named. ‘The wife of 
one of these men,”’ O'Leary said, “now Wears 
dresses made from silk taken in the Bur- 
dette silk robbery and given to the detective 
as his part of the plunder.”’
